Very Dirty Business. 


— — — 


E. S. Turner writes to Tue TiMEs 
that, about the 25th of last month, 
while en route to this place, he saw a 
large pile of books dumped off the cars 
at a small station west of the Kansas” 
State line. He examined them and 
found them to be copies of a pamphlet 
entitled Resources of Los Angeles 
County,“ the work compiled for the 
Grand Army committee and shipped 
to St. Louis for distribution. The 
boxes containing these pamphlets had 
been broken open, and the documents 
were scattered about and being de- 
stroyed. 

It is evident that there has been 
underband and very dirty work here, 
probably by agents of some jealous 
rival or imagined rival of Los Angeles. 
If it be possible to trace the matter up 
we hope the miscreants who perpe- 
trated it may be discovered and pun- 
ished. Certainly the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé authorities would help 
to bring these freebooters to justice. 

Our correspondent also calls atten- 
tion to a very offensive course adopted 
by agents of San Diego on the train. 
They did not stop with persuasion to 
induce immigration to that place, but 
actually resorted to abuse of those des- 
tined for Los Angeles. Are these the 
authenticated agents of San Diego, or 
of any immigration society there? If 
they are, their zeal is carrying them too 
far. We have heard before of some 
very obstreperous fellows patrolling 
western-bound trains and capping for 
San Diego, and it is apparent that they 
are kept on the road most of the time. 
Is San Diego willing to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility for such proceedings? In 
the name of decency, we hope not. 


The Sewer System. 


The people of Los Angeles, so far as 
we have observed, are disposed to take 
Mayor Workman at his word that his 
only object in vetoing the sewer. ordi- 
nance is to secure a little more deliber- 
ation and some additional expert testi- 
mony on the details of the system as 
proposed. Of course it is not to be 
supposed that the main features of the 
system are a thousand miles out of the 
way. They embody the conscientious 
work of City Surveyor Eaton for the 
past eighteen months, indorsed by 
such expert authority as Col. Waring 
and Rudolph Hering, who have been 
paid large fees by the city to pass upon 
the matter. In these expert opinions 
are supposed to be embodied the sum 
and substance of the most enlightened 
sewage systems of the age. But nothing 
in this world is quite perfect, and. 
if the local board of engineers can sug- 


gest some economical modifications 


without restricting the usefulness of 
the system, or some practical improve- 
ments, it is to be hoped that they will 
do so. But, like the Mayor himself, 
the city is.thoroughly in earnest on 
this questioii’of sewers, and it will not 
countenance unnecessary dallying, or 
the throwing of stumbling-blocks in 
the way of securing an efficient system. 
Now, that the matter is brought so 
near to a focus, it should be perfected 
and completed. Without careless hurry, 
let every reasonable expedition be em- 
ployed to this end. 


Viewine the situation through a 
partisan telescope, next winter’s Sen- 
ate will be nothing very solid for any 
party.

Two Oregon Men settle a Quarrel

THE GRAIN MARKET. 


Wheat Likely to'Go Lower—A Drop 
in Barley. 

SAN Francisco, Oct. 4.—[Speeial.] The 
high prices which have been maintained in 
the local wheat market have been a source of 
much surprise to dealers when taken in tocom 
parison with the ruling figures in other mar- 
kets of the world. The reason for this anomal- 
ous condition was ascribed to the fact that 
some dealers were in the marxetas purchasers 
for foreign delivery in September and Octo- 
ber. This sustaining power has now been 
withdrawn, as there isa well- authenticated 
report on Change today as to the effect that 
all of these contracts have been cancelled in 
England. The market will now, in all likeli- 
hood, drop back to its approximate position 
to the foreign markets,as a stop will be put to 
shipping, and little movement of ships may 
be expected for months to come. The 
wheat market today has been weak and in- 
active, and in spot wheat no dealing took 
place. 

A vigorous effort is being made by the 
longs on barley to sustain prices, but with 
poor results, as is shown by the decline to- 
day of from2!¢ to5 cents. The crop for the 
year in some portions of the State has been 
unprecedented. 

News arrived in the city today that on 
some of the tule lands which have already 
produced this year seventy bushels to the 
acre, the farmers are now cutting a second 
crop which will fully equal the first, both in 
quantity and quality.

The President Puts if Another 
Big Day at St. Louis—An Ex- 
curston atd Ball—Of 
tor Chicago.

Sr. Lovis, Oct. 4.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Today's programme for the enter- 
tainment of thg President comprehended a 
reception, boat ride to fair grounds. gor- 
geous evening pageant, ball, and departure 
for Chicago at 9o’clock..

DOGS. 


“KELP” DISCUSSES A NUMBER OF 
CANINE IDIOSYNCRACIES. 


Some Dogs 1 Have Known—An Egg 
Collector—A Dog That Knew It 
Was Sunday—A Cowboy Dog—The 
Homing Instinct. 


A good dog is a good friend. I be- 
lieve some one has said this before, but 
it will stand repeating, and few lovers 
of dogs will gainsay it. My dog never 
fails me; he is always to be counted 
upon. His affection is not to be meas- 
ured by words, and, as a rule, we do 
not appreciate this. We are apt to 
consider dogs as mere animals“ or 
„bpeusts:“ but so is a mim an animal, 
and often more of a brute than his dog. 
People who understand dogs and like 
them generally concede them more in- 
telligence than others, and there is 
little doubt but that dogs understand 
more than we give them credit for. 

As a rule, the greatest minds among 
human beings have belonged to self- 
made men, men who were not reared 
in cultivated families for centuries; so 
among dogs, the most intelligent are 
. found among the curs, or 
those whose pedigree it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to trace. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable at the circus—the 
trained dogs are a curious lot, as a 
rule. Well bred dogs, however, . 
the teachable intelligence“ of Dalton, 
and. of course, make a good showing.
